Sir, There are three principal 
Confiderations in this Queftion ; 
firft, Whether weare to affift the 
Houfe of Aufiria, and Ballance of 
Power at all, Ay or No? Then, 
Whether we ought to do it with 
our whole Force ? And laftly, 
Whether the Hanoverian Troops 
fhould- be made a Part of that 
Force ? 

As to the firft Confideration, a 
newDoétrine has been taught and 
inculcated for fome Months paft, 
that it is of no Importance to this 
Nation what may happen on the 
Continent ; that thisCountry be- 
ing an Ifland intrenched within 
itsown natural Boundaries, it may 
ftand fecure and unconcerned in 
all the Storms of the reft of the 
World. This Do&rine, incon- 
fiftent as it is with all Senfe and 
Reafon, cgaerary as it is to the u- 
niverfal Principles of Policy by 
which this Nation hath been go- 
vern’d from the Conqueft to this 
Hour, is yet openly profeffed and 
avowed by many without thefe 
Walls ; and tho’ no Man has yet 
ventured to own thisOpinion pub- 
lickly and dire@ly in this Houfe, 
yet fomeGentlemen even here,in 
Effe&, maintained it, when they 
argue, that in no Cafe this Nati- 
on ought to affift to fupport the 
Balance of Power without the 
Concurrence of the Dutch, This 
tends inevitably to produce the 
fame fatal Effeét, it reduces this 
Country to depend upon Helland, 
to be a Province to Ads/iand ; and 
France would then have'no more 
todo to become Miftrefs of all 
Europe,than to gain over one fin- 
gle ‘Town of the United Provin- 


ces, 
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ces, or to corrupt a few Members 
of the States ; it-is therefore, a 
Doétrine of the greateft Danger. 
The only folid Maxim is, That 
whoever becomes Mafter of the 
Continent, muft in the End ob- 
tain the Dominion of the Sea, 
To confirm this, I may venture 
to cite an old Example, nor can I 
be accufed of Pedantry in doing 
of it, fince it is an Inftance drawn 
from the laft univerfal Monarchy 
to which the World fubmitted. 
The Romans had no fooner divi- 
ded, broken and fubdued thofe 
Powers upon the Continent of 
Europe, who had given a Diver- 
fion to the great Attempt they 
had long intended, than they at- 
tack’d the Carthaginians, a mati- 
time Power, potent inArms, im- 
menfely opulent, poffeffed of the 
Trade of the whole World, and 
unrivaledMiftrefs of theSea. Yet 
thefe People, who enjoyed no 
Wealth, purfued no Commerce, 
and at the Commencement of 
their Quarrel were notMatfters of a 
fingle Ship, at length prevailed a- 
gainft this Enemy upon their pro- 
per Element, beat and deftroyed 
their Fleets, invaded their Domi- 
nions, and fubdued their Empire. 
From whence, Sir, I muft_con- 
clude, that we cannot wholly re- 
ly upon our Situation, or, depend 
folely on our naval Power ; andI 
may venture to reafon upon this 
Axiom, that this Nation muft con- 
tribute to fupport the Houfe of Au- 
ftria, and the Balance of Power,in 
fome Degree. 

The next Queftion that, occurs 
is, In what Degree we ought to 
do it, and whether we fhould do 
it with our whole Force?

No, 
Switzerland isthePlace to find this, 
Would he habituate himfelf to a 
free, bold,& yet judicious way of 
Thinking ; fuch as teaches Men 
to give Magiftrates and Eccletiaf- 
ticks their due, without permitting 
the former to become Tyrants, 
and the latter Irquifitors ; fhould 
Portugal be vifited for this purpo‘e?
